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WHAT SHALL WE DO WITH 
OUR CRIMINALS? 


The covartence of other subjects of 
more immediate interest has prevented 
us from following up this matter as wo 
had intended ; but our readers will re- 
collect that we shewed that the present 
aystem has failed completely both in 
the of crime, and in the re 
forming of the criminal; that, instead 
of diminishing, the number of offences, 
as well as their atrocity, has largely in- 
creased of late, as may be scen from 
the perusal of the daily papers, as well 
asfrom the rocords of the Courts, the 
law serving a9 an encouragement for, 
rather than a deterrent from, the com- 
mission of crime. We have now to 
look at the subject from its economic 
side, when we will find that the ten- 
deney of modern legislation has equally 
fallen short of ite aim in this as in the 
other respecta, When an offender is 
convicted and sentenced te a period of 

ris the cost of his mainten- 
anee during the term of his confine- 
- ment falls upon the revenue of the 
country, that is, upon the taxpayors— 
the honest and industrious part of the 
population, who have to contribute a 
portion of their earnings to support the 
idle and evil-lisposed. Those whose 
terms of imprisonment are long enough 
to entitle them to be sent to any of the 
Provincial or national prisons are made 
to work for their own support, in part 
at least, but those who are sentenced to 
shorter terms, and are kept in the 
county jails, pass their time in unpro- 
ductive idleness, and that portion of 
their sentence which condemns them to 
“hard labour” is a jest of the most 
futile and unmeaning kind, and the 
_ punishment (!) consists in killing time, 
which they seem to submit to, in Belle- 
ville jail at least, with much compla- 
cency. Their dict is much better than 
most of them have been accustomed to, 
they are kept warm in the winter, and 
cool in the summer, and clean at all 
times; they have a. doctor to attend 
them in case of sickness, and Prison In- 
spectors and Grand Juries ever and 
anon visit them, and enquire whether 
thoy are comfortable and content, and 
if they have any complaint to make as 
to their treatment. The expense of all 
this is of course borne by the commun- 
ity, and not only so, but in many cases 
their wives and families become a bur- 
den upon the funds of the municipal- 
ities, or the charity of their neighbours ; 
. nd all this to maintain a system which 

‘ teither diminishes crime, nor punishes 
or reforms the criminal. 

“Those who afe remitted to the pub- 
lic penitentiaries experience much the 
same treatment. It is true that they 
are made to work, and that is punish- 


_» ment enough for some of them, and the 


proceeds of their labor defrays part of 


the cost of their living; but here arises 


& question of very great importance, 
- namely, is it just or expedient to bring 
the products of couvict labor, supported 
by public capital, into competition with 
the productions*of the honest artisan, 
and the struggling employer, who is 
obliged to cut down the wages of his 
workmen in proportion as his own pro- 
fits are reduced by the action of the 
government and legislature? If indeed 
some new branch of mannfacturing in- 


dustry, pot hitherto carried on in the 
country, were introduced into the prison 


_ workshops, the community might be 
greatly advantaged thereby; but we 
suppose that would be considered too 
fax contrary to the principles of Free- 
trade for our present rulers to under 
take or allow. 
One good feature, however, attends 
. the present system, every prisoner in 
the penitentiarices is compelled to learn 
# trade of some kind, which is the best, 
or perhaps we may say the only real 
reformatory measure yet introduced, as _ 
it enables those who are desirous to 
“ lead a new life,” to get a living when 
thrown loose upon the world; but to 
give it ite full effect, it ought to be 
mule a punishable offence for any 
_ Policeman or other official to expose the 
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| antecedents of any released prisoner to 


his or her employer, so long os he or 
she belmvos so as to evince a desire and 
determination to get an honest living. 

We want such improvements and 
alterations made.in ‘our present costly 
and inefficient system as may assure to 
the peaceable and honest membors of 
the community # reasonable sharo of 
seourity for their property, and of pro- 
tection from personal outrage, and at 
the same time reduce the heavy and 
ever increasitig burden of expenditure 
for the capture, prosecution, and main- 
tenance of offenders,.and obviate the 
necessity for the erection of moro of the 
vast and costly edifices necessary for the 
carrying out of the presont system. 

This end can only be attained by 
assigning to each offence ench a penalty 
aa shall at once satisfy justice, deter the 
criminal from a repetition of his crime, 
and act as a warning to others, and re- 
lieve the public from a large portion of 
the pfesont expenditure on criminal 
justice ; it being understood that to 
render this or any other mode of re- 
pression effective, the sentexice of tho 
Court must in all but very exceptional 
cases be carried out to the letter. 


“ RECIPR ociTY.” 


It will no doubt have been observed 
by many of our readers that every now 
and then thrqughout the year, and 
more especially in the fall, and shortly 
before the meeting pf the Dominion 
parliament, Boards of Trade in all parts 
of the United States pass resolutions 
favouring the establishment of recipro- 
city with Canads. Now it ought to be 
clearly understood that these resolutions 
are nothing but the merest “ bunkui ;” 
that the men who pass them know full 
well that Congress will never agree to 
any such measure ; that a fair and just 
scheme of reciprocity is the very last 
thing they themselves, with very few 
exceptions, would wish to sce establish- 
ed, and that these resolutions are merely 
thrown out as a lure to induce John 
Canuck to let things remain as they are, 
or even to reduce his import duties, in 
the (vain). hope that his American 
cousins will be mollified by his example ; 
and John, like one of his own cod-fish, 
has hitherto innocently and confidingly 


swallowed the bait thus insidiously |' 


placed before his nese. 


It may then be taken as a decided 
fact, that we will get mo reciprocity 
from the United States legislature so 
long as we pursue our present truckling 
policy, and if they should agree , to a 
commercial treaty, it will be one in 
which our interests would be kept com- 
pletely subservient to theirs, and which 
would be so constructed and construed 
that in its working those provisions 
which, if honestly administered, would 
benefit us, would be disregarded or 
evaded ; as witness the lobster-can fraud 
and the fresh fish swindle, in the first 
of which cases they found that though 
they might not under the treaty tax the 
fish, they could yet impose a prohibitory 
duty upon the tins in which it was pre-

USEFUL RECEIPTS. 


Prcxiep Grares,— Fill « jar with alter- 
nate layers of su aud bunches of nice 
juet ripe; one-third full of good 
vinegar, and cover tightly. 
. Ham Dexseen ix Craret.--Take a glass 
of claret, a teaspoonful of sugar, and one of 
e onion ; in a frying-pah ; when 
the ¢ boils place in the of ham, 
not cut very thick ; cool well and serve with 
the sauce, This is a most appetizing dish. 

Swowpa.is,--One cup sugar, two , 
for teas fule of milk, one teaspconful 
cream of tartar, one teaspoonful soda, if the 
milk is sour, if sweet one half teaspoonful ; 
flour enough to roll inte balls. Fry in lard, 
dip in the white of an egg, then white sugar 
till white all over. 

Sweer Pickie-—Take eight pounds of 
green tomatoes and chop fine; add four 

nde of brown sugar and boil down three 
en ; add « quart of vinegar, a teaspoonful 
each of mace, binmamon and cloves, and boil 
about fifteen minutes ; let cool and put into 
jars or other vessels, Try this receipe once 
and you will try it again, 

Suexrs’ Hearts Roasren.—Having wash- 
ed the hearts, staff each with an onion par- 
boiled and then minced fine, two tal on 
fuls of bread crumbs, half a teaspoonful of 
chopped or dried sage, and sufficient black 

and salt to season highly. Press the 
vahicg well into the hearts, and if necessary 
fasten a little muslin over the top to keep it 
in.

This is 
of all pickles the very best-fine as an accom- 
paniment of a dinner, or to be eaten simply 
with bread and butter, and we alvise every 
housekeeper to try it. 

Arrie Frirrens,—Pare, core, and parboil 
some juicy tart appies in a very little water; 
ch ne; beat even eggs very light; add 
so ae slowly three-quarters of a pound of 
sifted prepared flour; beat very light; put 
in apple enough to thicken the batter, and 
the grated yellow rind and juice of a lemon ; 
have the very best lard at a perfectly boiling 
point ; put it in a thick slice of raw apple ; 
this subdues the strong odor of the fat, pat 
a large spoonful of the batter in at a time, 
and as — spoonfuls as the pan will hold ; 
they take but «» few moments to do, and 
need not be turned over: must be made at 
the moment you wish to use them and seut 
to the table at once, each panful sent in as 
quickly as baked ; powdered sugar with cin- 
namon and nutmeg in it is nice a them.

Japanese Mirrors. 


Repairing of mirrors is a process to which 
the art of Europeans and Americans has not 
et arrived. As they make mirrors in Japan, 
owever, the of repairing i# no more 
difficult than that of mending’a stove. The 
Japanese mirror would seem to be oy! an 
improvement on that used by Helen of Tro 
—@ metallic affair burnished and 
It in a bronze disk, composed of eighty parts 
of copper, fifteen of tin, and five of lead. It 
i cast in a mokl composed, of powdered 
stone and pulverized crucibles. The casing 
is polished by hand, as the Japanese alone 
can polish, and the last process 1 to rub the 
surface of the mirror with an amalgam com- 
posed of quick-silver, tin, and lead. And 
this is done by hand and with a piece of 
wash leather, till the mirror has a bright re- 
flecting surface. This surface solves the 
problem of repairing some mirrota, since it 
can at any time’ be readily repolisied. 

At every stage of the work the choicest 
materials are employed. The cheaper mir- 
rore have sulphide of lead and antimony in- 
stead of tin in their composition. 

A curious optical effect can be produced 
by some of these mirrora-—probably the best 
finished. On the reverse, which is also pol- 
ished, are words and figures in relief. By 
throwing in a bright euplight the reflection 
of the mirror on a screen, these figures are 
seen to shine through the reflected surface of 
the mirror.
